CURRED AND TIE LOCATION OF THE MYSTERIOUS CRIME. 


The crime.was committed at Twenty-sec- 
ond and Olivé atreetsa, Wednesday morning 
at 2 o'clock. 

So far the police have been baffled in 
their search for the woman and her mys- 
terious assuilant. They expect to secure a 
cClew to-night. Meanwhile the information 
as to details have been ki pt from the news- 
papers.

These women saw a woman handsomely 
dressed in black assaulted on the southwest 
corner of Olive and Twenty-second streets 
at 2 o'clock Wednesday morning.

Mute evidence Of a horrible crime 
apparent @n the scene as late as Thursday 
morning. The granitoid pavement on the 
southwest corner of Olive and Twenty- 
second streets is stained with blood. The 
woman was assauited directly on the corner 
and was dragged to the steps of the house 
at 2206 Olive street, about 75 feet further 
west. Along the entire distance ig a trail 
of blood. The blood is not there in oc- 
casional drops, but is in almost a steady 
stream, no space intervening between the 
drops, which are large. 

Occurring aa it did in the very heart of 
Death Valley this mystery is all the more 
grewsome. A mysterious murder has oc- 
curred on three corners immediately eur- 
rounding the corner of Twenty-second and 
Olive streeta, and the police have been un- 
able to locate or even identify any of the 
murderers, O16 Ignate Goldman was mur- 
dered in his little restaurant at Twenty- 
third and Olive streets, one block west, Al- 
bert Anieon, saloonkeeper, was shot and 
killed in front of his saloon at Twenty- 
second and Pine streets, one block south. 
The most recent of these murders was that 
of Charles A. Brant who wae shot down 
and killed by three unidentifed men at 
Twenty-second and Locust streets but a few 
months ego. 

Now the police have a new mystery to 
deal wth. 

Clewse are scarcer in this mystery of 
Wednesday morning than in any of the 
other crimes committed in that neighbor- 
hood. 

After the woman was dragged onto the 
stone steps at 2206 Olive street she was 
left there, helpless and alone. Bhe was 
groaning piteousiy, but made no attempt 
to move.

Everybody at Bethlehem Agrees That 
He Was a Bad Man.

RETHLEHE™M. Pa., Oct. 6.—‘“The late Dr. 
Detwiller must have been an awfully bad 
man.” was what most everybody here sald 
after hearing of his death in Newport, 
followed by the finding of much loot from 
a fashionable residence in his house. 

The report that Dr. Detwiller was an 
extensive burglar startied this good old 
Moravian town, where the doctor lived and 
practiced for years, and was held in high 
esteem. 

It is now recalled that Detwiller while 
attending the University of Pennsylvania, 
% vears ago, was charged with looting the 
Pennsvivania Academy of Natural Sciences 
and was hustled off to: Moyamensing 
prison. 

It cost nis rich relatives here thousands 
of dollars. Several years later he is said 
to have stolen a steam yacht in Jersey 
City and got into a peck of trouble again. 

Gossip to-day even includes the stories 
of vandalism on the old Moravian burying 
crounda, the most skillful robberies of 
relics at the University of Pennsylvania 
Museum, and says it was he who made 
the noose and led the mob that strung up 
Murderer Snyder here 16 years ago, 

That Dr. Detwiller eloped with Mrs. 
Madge Whife of the West Side two years 
ago, a week after the death of her only 
child, has been for some time an open 
secret 

Madge White, whose maiden name was 
Margaret Sweigart, is well connected. Her 
father and uncle are well known Reading 
Railroad officials. 

Since the doctor's death she has been 
seen at her old home here twice, but to- 
day reporters are unable to locate her. The 
police of Newport have asked the local 
police for information concerning her 
whereabouts.

The company, minus a few 
guards on the steamer Flora, lined up with 
their backs to the lake and were put 
through a few evolutions by Maj. Wilkinson. 


INDIANS FIRE A VOLLEY. 

The last order of the commanding officer 
before the attack commenced was to un- 
load pleces. This was obeyed, and ag the 
men rested arms a signal shot’ was heard. 
This was followed an instant later by a 
second one, and then a fusillade of shots 
were fired from the bushes and’ smal! tim- 
ber by the Indians who were in ambush. 
When the first shot was heard it was sup- 
posed one of the company tn unloading his 
rifie had accidentally ce Pe it. The 
second shot created surprise, and when a 
volley was fired by the Indians from their 
points of vantage the company for a 
minute was panic stricken. It was 
a moment, however, and then the voice of 
Gen. Bacon was heard cautioning the men 
be cool and steady. Maj. Wilkinson 
repeated the remark, and the soldiers 
sought shelter at every spot. Volley after 
volley was fired by the Indians, whose lo- 
cation could only determined by the 
smoke from their rifles. The company, at 
the command of Maj. Wilkinson, deployed 
as skirmishers, and poured volley after vol- 
ley inte the brush from their Krag-Jorgen- 
eens.

For the first five minutes the Indians fired |

FIRED ON TH= STEAMERS. 

At 12 o'clock the Indians turned their at- 
tention to the two steamers and took par- 
ticular pains to practice on the pliots, They 
were very skiliful and Marshal O'Connor, 
who was on the steamer Flora, gave @- 
ders ‘to put out in the igke and head for 
Walker.

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GEN. WHEELER'S TESTIMONY. 


Gen. Wheeler's testimony before the War Inquiry Commis- 
sion consists of very general statements, with here and there 
a reference to complaints of mismanagement in the commis- 
sary and medical corps qualified by many deprecatory ifs and 
buts. 

The old hero did his duty and he doesn’t propose to get mixed 
up in the scandal over other men’s failures. He wisely shut 
his éyes and is therefore able to say that he knows nothing. 

But there is one point in his testimony that has an important 
bearing. He thinks the transportation facilities of Camp 
Wikoff were poor. It was located under contract with a rail- 
road company “hich had no terminal facilities and which was 
obligingly given a monopoly of transportation, by whom Gen. 
Wheeler does not know. . 

Scores of witnesses have declared in reputable newepapers 
that hideous suffering was caused by the gross neglect of the 
railroad to provide decent and prompt transportation. Sick 
soldiers were marched back and forth between camp and sta- 
tion, while the ra!llroad people leisurely neglected to have trains 
ready at the hours named. When they did, the cars were unfit 
for healthy men and well nigh deadly for the fever stricken.

THE STEEL BARGE LINE. 


A Business Man Shows the Absolute 
Weed of It to Rehabilitate 
Our Grain Trade. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is imperative that cheaper trangporta- 
tion facilities be provided from St. Louis to 
the seaboard. This is attainable in the 
building and operation of a light draught 
steel barge line on the Mississippi. It has 
been demonstrated that with a line of this 
character grain can be transported from 
St. Loulg to New Orleans and put aboard 
the ocean vessel for 3 cents a bushel, whilet 
the lowest average rate from Chicago to the 
Atlantic seaboard (via lake and canal) is 5 
cents a bushel, to which must be added 
about 2 cents a bushel terminal charges 
necessary to put the grain aboard the ocean 
versel. Thus, St. Loule would be able to 
deliver grain aboard ocean vessela for 4 
cents a bushel less than Chicago. and so be 
enabled to pay the producer that much more 


for grain than that market 
It is clear that St. Louis must rely upon 
her own independent efforts to retrieve her 
lest prestige as a grain market. More than 
a year ago the Chicago roads inaugurated 
rate cutting on grain from the West to Chi- 
cago. The matter was laid before the Com- 
misaioner of the St. Louis Traffic Bureau 
with abundant and convincing proof, and 
he has worked continuously and persistently 
ever since with the St. Louis Western roads 
with a view to induce them to protect this 
market by meeting the cut rates granted 
Chicago dealers. But his labors have prov- 
ed ineffectual, the St. Louie roads refusing 
to accede to the a demands of St. 
u for equitable rates. 
aA only have the roads entering St. Lou's 
allowed Chicago to secure the lion's share 
of the grain business in certain territory, 
but they have permitted Kansas City to 
appropriate almost the entire grain trade in 
other sections. During the week ending 
September 17, Chicago receipta of wheat, 
corn and oate aggregated 6,558,619 buehels as 
against 611,501 bushels of sameé kinds of 
grain received at St. Louis. For the same 
period Kansas City received 735.400 bushels 
wheat against 269,951 bushels at St. Louls. 
These enormous diacrepanc'¢s are not 
warranted by legitimate conditions for all 
kinds of grain are and have been for months 
re:atively higher here than at Chicago or 
Kansas City on basia of ‘tariff’ rates. 
Hence. the only explanation Is that while 
railroads centering clsew ere have been cut- 
ting rates, the roads entering St. Louls have 
been indifferent to the intereste of this mar. 
ket. St. Louis is handicapped by reason of 
not having controlled proprietary interests 
in the rallroads terminating here. But it is 
pos-ible and practicable for St. Louls to own 
a line of light draught steel barges that can 
be loaded to their full capacity and may!i- 
gated on @ low es well as high stage of 
water to the Gulf for a minimum freight 
charge. With euch outlet facilit ew St. Louts 
would be independent of raliroad discrim|- 
nation. and become the leading gra‘n mar- 
ket of the country. 
This te the situation, and ft rests with 
the business men and capitalists of St 
uis to determine whether our grain mar- 
et shall into lethargy an decay, or 
by putting their shoulders to the Wheel 
make it the greatest grain center and com- 
rcial metropolis of the United States,

Af- 
ter this‘series of fatalitles the King de- 
termined to keep the ring himself, and he 
slipped it on his little finger. From that 
moment his health commenced to fail and 
in 24 hours he was dead. 

The doctors pronounced his case one of 
the strangest on record. His whole poet 
cal system seemed to have crumbled awa 
every vital organ of his body having au 
denly succumbed to the most marked senile 
decay. Physicians could never account for 
it. and the matter was hushed up. Queen 
Christina, who is not in any Way superst'!- 
tious, took possession of the ring after her 
husband's death, but the other members of 
the family. with dark Spanish superstition, 
begged ‘her to destroy it.
